announce his plans for a cleanup 
investigation of the government, 
which he’s .supposed to do shortly, 
complications begin. 
Judge Thomas F. Murphy is 
reported to be 
Mr. Truman’s 
choice to head the inquiry, but 
Murphy

handicapped 
from the start if Congress is un* 
willing to give him more power 
than the President can bestow on 
him. 
That’s the power of subpoena— 
the power to compel people to ans­ 
wer his questions and produce any 
records he wants to see. The Presi­ 
dent doesn t have subpoena power. 
And, lacking it himself, he can’t 
give it to Murphy. 
Only Congress, by a vote of both 
houses, can do that. Only Congress, 
tlr courts and grand juries have 
subpoena power. 
Presumably Murphy could oper­ 
ate in conjunction with a 
grand 
jury, using its subpoena powers to 
make people answer his questions 
and produce records.

THE SUBPOENA power works 
this way: A congressional commit­ 
tee, for example, orders someone 
to appear and testify and bring 
records, 
whether that p e r s o n 
works for the government or is a 
private citizen. Unless 
that 
wit­ 
ness answers 
the 
questions 
and 
produces the records, he can be 
cited for contempt 
of Congress. 
Then, if tried and convicted 
in 
court, he can be jailed. If It’s a 
grand jury, he would be in con­ 
tempt of court. 
The only time such a witness 
can refuse to answer questions and 
still escape jail is when he refuses 
on the grounds his testimony might 
incriminate him and so land him in 
jail anyway. 
Without subpoena power Mur­ 
phy couldn’t even order anyone, 
except employes of the executive 
branch, to appear before 
him 
and produce records. 
He'd have power to do that much 
in the executive branch, since he’d 
be representing the President. 
And if the man he wanted to 
quiz refused to appear or refused 
to answer questions, he could be 
fired. But there wouldn’t be any 
jail penalty for refusing. 
So if Murphy lacked subpoena 
power and had to limit his quest­ 
ioning to people employed in the 
executive branch, his would have 
to be a pretty limited investiga­ 
tion.

Radioactive 
chemicals can also be u sed to 
treat disease, ju st as radiu m has 
been u sed for many years. 
Until recently, the new radio­ 
active chemicals have been u sed 
only In ex periments with diseases. 
Now, however, certain treatments 
have been tested and proved, and I 
are being u sed regu larly. 


G reatest Promise 
Radioactive Iodine Is the most 
widely u sed, and offers the great­ 
est promise. A considerable 
amou nt of the body's iodine goes 
to the thyroid gland, so radio- 
activedodlne is valu able In mak­ 
ing a diagnosis of thyroid disease 
and overactive thyroid (hyper­ 
thyroidism). 
The iodine has also been u sed 
to cu re thyroid disorders. Severe 
eases of hyperthyroidism that 
cou ld not be cu red by su rgery 
have Improved greatly u nder this 
treatm ent. Certain cases of can­ 
cer of the thyroid have also 
shown Improvement

years. 
Phosphoru s, in Its radioactive 
form, may help u s conqu er some 
of the most seriou s of diseases. It 
has been effective against poly­ 
cythemia Vera, in which there Is 
an enormou s increase In the nu m ­ 
ber of red blood cells. Sometimes 
it has been helpfu l against leu ­ 
kemia, a blood disease which 
is 
often fatal. It has also helped 
some tu mors. 
Sodiu m forms part of many 
body su bstances, inclu ding the 
blood. This is why radioactive 
sodiu m is now being u sed as a 
tracer to test the blood circu la­ 
tion in the legs and arms, when 
there are certain distu rbances of 
the heart and circu lation. 
As medical scientists u se the 
new radioactive su bstances In 
more and more diseases, we can 
ex pect them to find help for many 
disorders tha t are now very diffi­ 
cu lt to cu re.

There are abou t 70 simu ltaneou s interpreters and they ait arou nd 
in glass-walled booths overlooking the delegate who is speaking. As 
he speaks, they listen throu gh headsets- and simu ltaneou sly translate 
his talk into the langu age in which they specialize. Thu s one man 
can listen to Malik chatter away in Ru ssian and at one and the aam# 
time talk the same speech into his own microphone in French. 
Meanwhile, the other delegates and the visitors get the speech in. 
the langu age th ey u nderstand merely by pu shing one of the five bu t­ 
tons on the small selector box attached to each teat.
